Prabha Rau, Governor of Rajasthan, on April 26,2010 at New Delhi. The death of Smt. Prabha Rau has deprived the 
country of a distinguished political leader and an outstanding public figure of the country. 

2. Born on March 4, 1935 in the Wasu family of freedom fighters and social reformers of village Rohni, 
District Wardha, Smt. Prabha Rau obtained Masters degree in Political Science and Post Graduate Diploma in Indian 
Classical Music. As a student, she represented India tw ice abroad as Leader and Member of University athletic and 
cultural delegations. 

3. Smt. Prabha Rau was a Cabinet Minister in the Government of Maharashtra, holding portfolios of 
Education, Sports & Youth Affairs (1976-77), Co-operation and Tourism (1978), Revenue and Cultural Affairs (1988- 
90). She also held portfolios of Planning, Industry & Education, as Minister of State, Government of Maharashtra 
(1972-76). She was the Leader of Opposition, Maharashtra State Legislative Assembly in 1979. She was also the 
Chairperson, Maharashtra State Commission for Women during 1993-95. She was elected as Member of Parliament, 
LokSabhain 1999. 

4. Smt. Prabha Rau was Chairperson of District Co-operative Land Development Bank, Wardha during 
1965-1972. She was Leader, Indian Delegation to the U.N. Conference on International Women’s Year, Mexico, 1975; 
Leader, Indian Delegation to the UNESCO Conference of Pedagogy, East Berlin, 1975; and Leader, Indian Delegation 
to the UN Conference on Women’s Decade at Vienna in 1983. 

5. Smt. Prabha Rau was the Governor of Himachal Pradehsh from July 19, 2008 to January 24,2010. She 
assumed charge as Governor of Rajasthan on January 25, 2010. 

6. Smt. Prabha Rau is survived by two daughters.
